EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

2. Claims 1 -1 0 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to disclose a radiography system for acquiring a radiographic image of an object using 
radiation, comprising an object type determination section for determining an object type 
of the radiographic image received by the radiographic image receiving section based 
on the optical image received by the optical image receiving section, as claimed in claim 
1 . Prior art fails to disclose a machine readable medium storing thereon a program for 
causing a radiography system to acquire a radiographic image of an object using 
penetrating radiation, the program comprising modules configured to execute steps of 
determining an object type of the radiographic image received in said radiographic 
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image receiving step based on the optical image received by said optical image 
receiving step, as claimed in claim 9.
